The Ontario Horse 
Racing Industry 

Association (OHRIA) has 
weighed in on the cancel¬ 
ation of the Slots at 
Racetracks Program 

(SARP), with its anticipat¬ 
ed interim report. 

In the lengthy document, 
it is concurred by all three 
panel members collective¬ 
ly that Racetracks in 
Ontario were receiving too 
much funding from the 
SARP. 

"The program has pro¬ 
vided far more money than 
was needed to stabilize the 
industry- its original pur¬ 
pose- and has done so 
without compelling the 
industry to invest in a bet¬ 
ter consumer experience," 
reads the report. 

"Slots revenue has 
enabled the industry to 
avoid facing up to the chal¬ 
lenges of today's intensely 
competitive gaming and 
entertainment market- 

The panel's mandate and 
purpose was to help the 
industry transition itself 
into a sustainable future. 

"However, the panel has 
concluded that the $50 
million allocated over 
three years to support the 
transition is insufficient to 
build a bridge to sustain¬ 
ability," the report says.

When the Ontario Lottery 
and Gaming Corporation 
(OLG) closed thew slots in 
April, certainty for the cur¬ 
rent season was still given 
as both the Town of Fort 
Erie and the racetrack were 
told they would receive the 
same amount of funding 
until the OLG's fiscal year 
ends in March 2013. 

According to the panel's 
report, the horse racing 
industry derives 63.6 per 
cent of its purse revenue 
from the SARP, therefore it 
would be extremely diffi¬ 
cult for any industry to sur¬ 
vive a loss of this magni¬ 
tude. 

"The panel concludes 
that a viable, world class 


industry requires public 
support to sustain its core 
elements," the report 

The elements being 
referred to are an adequate 
number of race dates, com¬ 
petitive purses, state-of- 
the-art tracks, quality 
breeding programs, skilled 
personnel and a growing 
pari-mutuel wagering 

"However, any future 
investment in public dol¬ 
lars should be based on 
clear public-interest prin¬ 
ciples including account¬ 
ability, transparency, a 
renewed focus on the con¬ 
sumer and a business case 
showing that each public 
dollar invested is returned 
to government through tax 
revenues," reads the

Mark Spencer, Chris Chew 
and Josh Deschamps par¬ 
ticipated in the Toronto edi¬ 
tion of the Tough Mudder, 
an 11 -mile course filled with 
different types of terrain, 
natural obstacles like a body 
of water and much more. 

Spencer had already com¬ 
pleted a course in Colorado 
last year, the first time he 
had ever done anything of 
this nature. 

"This one seemed to be a 
little faster to me," he said, 
referring to the Toronto 
course. 

Running through a moun¬ 
tainous terrain in Colorado, 
certainly made the track 
unique, compared to 
Toronto. 

"The altitude definitely 
factors in." 

The recent event two 
weeks ago, was a sloppy 
mess that was very difficult 
to get thorough, both Chew 
and Spencer agreed. 

"This one was way mud¬ 
dier and it definitely weighs 
you down," said Spencer. 

Although, there were 
some parts of the course 
that involved running up 
steep inclines, which Chew 
said wore him out a little 
bit. 

"That was the only real 
challenge for me," said 
Chew. 

Completing the course 
doesn't involve any cash 
prizes or trophies and 
Spencer said that's not what 
it should be about. 

"It's all about conquering 
your fears," he said. 

Spencer, who is Chew's 
brother-in-law, said his 
family member has much 
more experience when it 


comes to athleticism. 

"He has a trophy case and 
I have a trophy shelf," 
laughed Spencer, also 
pointing out that most of 
his trophies and medals 
came before he was ten- 
years-old while playing 
youth soccer. 

The Tough Mudder raises 
money for Wounded 
Warrior, a foundation that 
support injured soldiers. 

"Because of that, a lot of 
military personnel run it 
with you," he said. 

Perhaps the scariest 
obstacle on the course, is a 
curtain of electrical wires 
that participants have to 
run through, hoping they 
don't hit one that is live. Mark Spencer,
